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Petrey Wins 
Tiebreaker

With March Madness engulfing the 
Adair Progress Basketball Contest for 
the remainder of the season, this 
week’s edition asked contestants to 
correctly predict 20 NBA games. Just 
like in the NBA, everyone makes a run 
to keep it close at the end, and this 
week’s contest featured three 
individuals tied atop the scoring.

Woman Injured In Tuesday Morning Crash 

Sheriff Harrison Moss Says Driver May Have Been Under The Influence

An Adair County woman 
will likely be facing charges 
after she wrecked her 2005 
Dodge SXT Tuesday morning 
on state highway 206. 

Twenty-eight-year-old 
Ashley S. Turner of Liberty 
Road was traveling west a 
few minutes after 9:30 a.m. 
Tuesday when she lost control 
of her car just past the one- 
mile marker and slammed into 
an steep hillside. 

“It looked like she just cut it 
and went right into the 
embankment,” Adair County 
Sheriff Harrison Moss says. 
“She was hurt, cut up, but I 
don’t believe they were life- 
threatening injuries.” 

The Adair Sheriff’s Dept., 
Columbia Police Dept., and 
Adair EMS all responded to 
the scene. Turner was loaded 
onto a stretcher by EMS 
workers and taken by 
ambulance to Westlake 
Regional Hospital. 

“She was sitting up and 
talking by the time we got [to 


Westlake],” Moss says. “It’s 
also suspected that she was 
under the influence at the time 
of the crash.” 

Turner will face charges for 
driving under the influence if 


the pending toxicology report 
supports Moss’s suspicion. 
Moss adds that it is “very 
likely” Turner will be 
charged. 

Adair County Deputy 


Sheriff Justin Cross is 
continuing to lead the 
investigation. He was assisted 
on the scene by Moss in 
addition to the Columbia 
Police Dept, and Adair EMS.

The Columbia-Adair County 
Economic Development Authority, Inc. 
met Tuesday morning and voted to 
amend their bylaws by instituting 
uniform term lengths and term limits 
for its board members. The board also 
accepted a letter of resignation from 
chairman Jim Hadley, who was not in 
attendance. 

In a telephone interview after the 
meeting, Hadley declined to elaborate 
on his decision other than to say he 
wished the board well, and hoped to 
see positive results come from its 
work. 

“I just didn’t see a great deal of 
things happening,” Hadley said. 
“Maybe with some new leadership and 
management we’ll be able to get some 
things in here.” 

“That leaves another spot [open],” 
board member Dan Antle said after 
reading Hadley’s resignation. “So I 
guess we’ll have an election.” 

Hadley’s resignation was read 
immediately after the board voted to 
create standardized terms for its 
members. The board decided that all 
members should serve four-year terms, 
with a maximum of two consecutive 
terms. Someone may serve more than 
two terms only if two or more years 
pass before he or she is reappointed. 

If an appointment is made 
midterm—to fill a vacated seat, for 
example—the newly selected member 
can be reappointed to fill two full 
terms only if they serve less than half 
of the partial term for which the 
individual was originally appointed. If 
he or she serves more than half the 
partial term, or more than two years,

I’ve always been a big fan of election season. My 
interest doesn’t come so much from an interest in 
politics though as much as it comes from an interest in 
spectacle. I listen to everyone’s platforms, sure, but I 
also know to recognize vague assertions and ham-fisted 
promises, which are in abundance among Democrats 
and Republicans alike.

Homage To A Friend: 

Dr. Joe Tilford ‘Joe T.” Pettey 

Dr. Joe T. Pettey-Doc Pettey or just plain Doc to his legion 
of friends, acquaintances, and patients-was a man of medicine, 
a man of laughter, and a friend extraordinaire .Although a native 
of Warren County, his roots ran deep in Russell and Adair, he 
being a descendant of the Blairs and Millers of the Glensfork 
and Crocus communities of Adair County, and it was to this 
area he returned to begin practice .He had enrolled at Western 
Kentucky University (then called Western Kentucky Teachers 
College) and was in the pre-med program when Japan bombed 
Pearl Harbor and plunged the United States into World War II. 
In late May 1942, about two weeks after his 20th birthday and 
immediately after the end of Western’s spring term, he enlisted 
in the Army Reserve Corps (at the time, he gave his place of 
residence as Adair County) and not much later, went into active 
duty and earned a place with the crack 17th Airborne 
Demolition Corps-the guys who parachuted behind German 
lines to “soften up” the enemy in advance of oncoming Allied 
troops.Shortly after his military discharge in early November 
1945, Joe T.-lately Sgt. Pettey-retumed to Western and 
finished his studies there, then attended and was graduated 
from the University of Louisville School of Medicine. He 
interned in Dayton, Ohio, and in 1952, he and his family 
returned to Crocus to live. Of the move from Ohio to Kentucky, 
Marylyn, his daughter, said, “He loaded Mom (and me) and 
Chloe, a collie, in a car with everything they owned and came 
on down.” Dr. Pettey set up practice in Russell Springs with his 
cousin, Dr. Walter Miller, in the south end of town. In the early 
1960s, the family removed to Russell Springs, where he spent 
the remainder of his days and where he practiced until 
September, 1995. Remarked Marylyn, “Daddy never retired. 
He worked the day he went to the hospital for die last timeOhe 
drove himself.”He was an extraordinarily good physician and 
was certainly a far cut above the stereotypical country doctor, 
but he practiced more than mere medicine; he practiced 
healing. It was from him that I (and many others) learned that 
laughter truly is the best medicine for our hearts, our souls, our 
minds, and yes, even these mortal coils we inhabit for a few 
fleeting seconds. He once sent my father a tin of “potted 
possum” and he wrote my brother a “prescription” for crackers 
and cheese .Dr. Pettey was extraordinarily generous with his 
time and talents, helping others without fanfare or flourish. 
(Well, OK, there was one exception to that last part — the night 
he participated in a charity game of basketball at the Russell 
County High School gym. The local physicians played a 
novelty touring team, and Doc, the officially self-appointed 
water boy, played the role with gusto and panache, much to the 
delight of the crowd assembled.) 

He was well-known, much loved, and much respected as a 
person and as a man of medicine. It was an honor to call “Doc” 
my friend.

Abolishment of the 911 Board 

Dear Editor, 

I applaud the Adair County Fiscal Court on their decision to 
abolish the Adair County 911 Board. This was an unnecessary level 
of government bureaucracy that caused poor communication and 
unresolved operational issues between public safety agencies and 
the 911 dispatch center. Emergency Management Director Greg 
Thomas has done an excellent job and any issues or problems can 
be resolved quickly under his direct supervision of the 911 center 
and be answerable to the Adair County Fiscal Court. 

Two issues need to be quickly addressed by the Adair County 
Fiscal Court; lack of NCIC and the low pay of 911 dispatchers. The 
NCIC (National Crime Information Center) is operated by the FBI 
and is absolutely critical for local law enforcement to have 
immediate and timely access to check for wanted and missing 
persons and stolen vehicles and property. The lack of direct NCIC 
access by the 911 center impacts the safety of our local law 
enforcement officers. Nationwide most loci law enforcement 
officers have had immediate and direct access to the NCIC since the 
late 1960’s. This is 2014 and it is recommended that the Adair 
County Fiscal Court immediately install NCIC at our 911 center. 

The second issue is the extremely low pay of our 911 dispatchers. 
Public Safety 911 dispatching is an extremely stressful and multi¬ 
tasking position that requires dedication, attention to detail, 
training, experience and the ability to work shifts covering 24/7.1 
recommend that the Adair County Fiscal Court conduct a 
comparative salary survey of other south central Kentucky counties 
and consider raising the 911 dispatcher’s hourly rate to a living 
wage commensurage with their critical public safety duties.

Is Columbia the next 
TVail Town - USA?

Twenty-two Adair Countians turned out last Thursday to hear 
Elaine Wilson, Director of Kentucky Adventure Tourism, speak on 
the development of Trail Towns. 

Leadership areas represented in the meeting included local 
tourism, Lindsey Wilson College, Adair and Russell County Health 
Departments, media. Rotary, Parks and Recreation, City Council, 
Adair County High School, downtown businesses, Holmes Bend 
Boat Dock and interested citizens. 

Wilson said Gov. and First Lady Beshear issued a directive to 
research what other states were doing to showcase their natural 
beauty, improve the health and wellbeing of its citizens and create 
economic opportunities for communities. Studies included places 
like the Great Allegheny hike/bike trail among others and the 
resulting shared information grew into The Kentucky Trail Town 
initiative which provides certifications followed by marketing and 
promotional assistance. 

A Trail Town, she said, is a gateway into a portal, a place 
providing supplies, friendly services, hospitality and especially 
directions to trail heads. A town that reflects its food, music, 
history, natural beauty and culture to visitors. A Trail Town fills the 
bill for tourists who love to visit non-chain shops, attend concerts 
and sample local foods after an active day of exploring, it’s a town 
that cares about and maintains its trail systems. 

She said that Gatlinburg, TN is one of the most famous Trail 
Towns, the portal/gateway into the Great Smokey Mountains where 
travelers can stay overnight, find entertainment, get supplies for 
backpacking, etc. She said it has now grown beyond a Trail Town 
so much that it may have lost its authenticity. 

This initiative is meant to bring everyone together, moving in 
spirit, mind and body, with common goals of personal health 
improvement of our families while helping direct tourists to and 
from jobs-producing commerce in Adair County. She said that with 
so many of us sitting in front of screens so much of the time, we 
have to get outside. Trail Towns help with that. 

She mentioned the existing 270-mile Sheltowee Trail for hikers, 
a partial mountain bike trail/partial horseback trail. The trails can be 
traveled by whatever mode of transportation works. My trail from 
the back door to the carport is a walking trail, albeit a very short 
one. Wilson shared stories from her experience: 

Example: Damascus, VA, Trail Town USA, famous for its 
railway called the Virginia Creeper because the train would have to 
creep up the mountain. Thousands lived in the thriving logging 
community - until all the timber was harvested. With the inability 
to earn a living, the town population decreased to 300 people. The 
rail line was purchased and turned into a trail system and now the 
town population has increased to 1,100 people; every store front is 
open; most of the homes open up as Bed and Breakfast businesses 
to serve some 200,000 people who come every year. It supports 
seven bike shops serving the 34-mile trail. Damascus is right in the 
middle of the trail. It only closes down for a brief part of the year 
and opens in winter for snowmobiles. For $27 you can rent a bike 
and be bussed to top the mountain from where you bike the 17 
miles back to town - this means tourists are in town twice, first to 
rent the bike then on the return. At each visit they spend money in 
the little town. Damascus offers an annual Trail Days festival at the 
convergence of four scenic trails including: the Appalachian Trail, 
the US Bicycle Route 76, Iron Mountain Trail in addition to the 
Virginia Creeper Trail. Damascus is also positioned on the Daniel 
Boone Heritage Trail and the Crooked Road Music Heritage Trail. 

Example: Livingston, KY is just beginning as a Trail Town, 
making their town a gateway to the Sheltowee Trace. They 
immediately got a bike shop, tubing, canoe rental and tourists can 
hire a shuttle service to deliver and pick up hikers and boaters. 
They’ve tied all the river and trail activity to their town of 260. 
Horseback riders can ride into town and have access to a corral for 
their horses, giving them time to stop, shop, eat, etc. 

Wilson said, “Tourists want authentic experiences. Use your 
festivals and events to further tell people what you have.” She said 
the menu on Kentucky’s tourism website getoutKY.com, lists over 
12,000 miles of trails across Kentucky, water trails, undergrounds, 
ziplining, caving and everything in between. She spoke from 
personal experience about the zipline over Natural Gorge in Daniel 
Boone National Forrest, “a third of a mile long, 300 feet up in the 
air - scary!” 

Next step advice: Get task force volunteers in place to lead the 
committees and she will meet with them. She said some towns take 
as few as six months and some take years — “it’s your vision, a 
living thing, not something that’s one and done - you work on it 
and expand it from now on.” She said Green River has trails around 
it and will provide maps of their trails. One possible trail, 
courthouse to Giles House, the Quilt Trail at Chamber of 
Commerce, Lindsey’s bike routes. The PVA will provide maps and 
all Area Development Districts (ADDs) have a mapping service to 
help the effort meet the requirement of mapping out the GPS trails. 

She said, “Hopefully the Mayor and County Judge will be 
enrolled as they have equipment to help establish connections to 
trails as the Rockcastle County Judge did, providing a four mile

Medical Center. “This is a concept that makes a lot of 
sense, particularly in rural areas.” 

Dr. Loy explained to Sen. McConnell how Adair 
Family Medical offered a sliding pay scale based on 
patients’incomes, and how community health centers 
serve one in seven rural Americans. Loy said that these 
facilities rely partly on government grants, which 
account for around seven-percent of their annual 
revenue. 

McConnell used the forum to discuss pending issues 
with local healthcare providers and to criticize President 
Barack Obama’s Affordable Care Act, sometimes 
alternately and sometimes congruently with the cleverly 
worded rhetoric he’s known for. His main theme: 
Affordability. The point he drove home the hardest was 
that just because everyone will have insurance under 
Obamacare, not everyone will actually receive the 
services. 

“We’re seeing more people with insurance, but the 
insurance isn’t good enough and they can’t meet the 
deductible,” McConnell said. “The deductibles are so 
high they still can’t pay it.” 

He added that he believes the federal government has 
taken over the healthcare industry, and dictates what can 
be sold, undermining the free market. Under the new 
laws, he said successful health care institutions would be 
fewer and far between, but local clinics like Adair 
Family Medical might be best suited to thrive in the 
changing healthcare landscape. 

“Dr. Loy may be running one of the few healthcare 
mechanisms that may be able to make it through this 
healthcare law potentially unphases,” McConnell said. 

The stop in Columbia was the 63rd in two years of 
what McConnell called a “hospital town hall meeting,” 
although the meeting was not open to the public.

connector.” 

Private properties offer 
important linkages and it is 
possible to get land use 
agreements, land use easements 
and donations of land along 
borders. One question concerned 
lease agreements with 
landowners and insurance. 
Wilson recommended reading 
KRS 411-190 which states that 
anyone allowing their property 
to be used for access or use is 
not held liable. Land owners 
won’t be held liable unless they 
do something mischievous to 
hurt someone. Wilson said trails 
must be open to the public and 
free to use but she cited the 
Virginia Creeper Trail where 
landowners offer camping for $5 
to $15 for primitive camp sites 
but there is no charge to go 
across the land. Another offers 
parking for $5 for easy trail 
access, again, no charge for trail 
use but there are ways to 
provide services and earn money 
from traffic. 

One well-traveled biker 
suggested that no matter what 
we do, Adair County is still 
handicapped because it’s a dry 
county and, “you simply need a 
beer after a hearty bike ride.” 
Another pointed out having been 
watching neighboring 

Campbellsville since they 
legalized alcohol in restaurants, 
“and they haven’t turned into 
lawless heathens, so it is 
recommended Columbia give it 
serious consideration. Either that 
or one of our documented trails 


could be the not-really-a-secret- 
anyway bootlegger’s trail.”

Opinions and facts are very different 
things. By definition, they’re nearly 
total opposites. An opinion is simply 
something that someone believes based 
on observations, experiences, or just 
completely biased thoughts. Facts have 
hard data—they’re something that can 
be proven, tested, validated. 

To most of the adult population, this 
should go without saying. We’re aware 

of the differences, and, aside from occasionally going a little crazy, 
we keep those things in mind. You may not like one or the other, 
but by understanding what is someone’s opinion and what is fact, 
you can save yourself a lot of blind anger and frustration. 

That brings me to this past Sunday. Moments after the final 
conference tournament games wrapped up, the NCAA Selection 
Show dominatedthe airwaves for its yearly must-see hour of 
television. Casual and die-hard fans alike tuned in to see where 
each team would be seeded in this year’s NCAA Tournament, and 
to find out their favorite program’s path to glory. 

It was a total disaster. Not by the committee’s standards, mind 
you. Tons of people tuned in, will fill out millions of brackets, and 
will tune in to the tournament just like they always do. Those are 
the committee’s standards — and that’s the problem. They aren’t 
concerned with balance or fairness. In fact, they essentially 
admitted as such in the days since releasing the brackets by 
explaining that geography played a large role in their seeding. 

That’s a problem. The committee’s job is to examine the facts: 
records, strength of schedule, RPI, out of conference resume", etc. 
They aren’t entrusted to simply force their opinions on the fans, 
programs, and players across the country, but that’s what they’ve 
done. 

For example, 23-9 Oklahoma, whose out of conference strength 
of schedule ranked 70th this season, is a five seed. Oregon, who had 
the same record, with the 47-ranked out of conference SOS, is a 
seven seed. Why? Because both of those teams are located in the 
western half of the United States. Meanwhile, 24-10 Kentucky, with 
the number three overall SOS and ninth-ranked out of conference 
SOS is an eight seed. 

That was just the first issue I noticed, because as a Kentucky fan 
I felt that an eight was entirely too low. I could pen 5,000 words on 
how terrible the West Region is, but the same awful job permeates 
the entire bracket. Virginia Commonwealth is a five seed with a 26- 
8 record and the 74-ranked out of conference strength of schedule 
in the South, and 24-9 Kansas is a two seed in the same region with 
a similar strength of schedule as the Cats. 

I realize that the entire tournament isn’t seeded in relation to UK, 
but the obvious statistical (read: facts) discrepancies are glaring. If 
we’re going to toss aside stats, then Louisville’s SOS (ranked 80th) 
should be overlooked for the fact that they’re perhaps the hottest 
team in the country. Instead, it relegated them to a four seed with a 
record of 29-5. That’s absurd. With four regions, that suggests that 
Louisville is believed to be, at best, the 12th best team in the 
country. Even as a Cats fan, that’s criminal. 

So which is it? Do we use numbers to hold teams down, or do we 
overlook huge flaws in their statistical measurement to just put 
them where we want them to be? Actually, if the committee is going 
to offer no consistency, transparency or set criteria for how they 
performed the task of selecting and seeding the tournament’s 68 
teams, why do we have a committee? It’s not as if they answer to 
anyone, and there’s nothing anyone can do about the bracket once 
released—no matter how terrible it is. 

As I said, it isn’t only teams I cheer for (or against). The entire 
thing is awful. I do believe the committee chose the correct number 
one seeds, and there are no teams (aside from maybe Southern 
Methodist) who were left out that deserved to be in, but that’s the 
extent of their good work. 

Furthermore, if the entire purpose of this tournament is to crown 
a champion, how much validity can we lend such a title if the 
process by which they were selected was flawed from the start? If 
Arizona wins a cupcake West Region and cruises to a title while 
undefeated Wichita State runs a gauntlet of Kentucky, Louisville 
and Duke just to make the Final Four, can anyone say a matchup 
between the two is on an even playing field? 

I’ve always heard that everyone is entitled to their opinion, but 
that you aren’t entitled to your own facts, and for the most part, that 
holds true. However, when certain individuals or groups, such as 
the Selection Committee, operate with their own facts and use their 
opinions to alter them, something is amiss. Getting upset over 
someone’s opinion is stupid. Getting upset over someone’s 
misunderstanding of the difference between fact and opinion simply 
means its March, and this year, it looks to be as Mad as ever.

Looking to rebound from 
Friday night’s loss, the Tribe 
hosted Pulaski Southwestern for 
a day game doubleheader on 
Saturday. After taking a 4-0 lead 
early, the perennial power 
Warriors caught fire, eventually 
besting Adair 16-6 in six 
innings. 

“We hurt ourselves 
defensively,” Coach Mike 
Mantooth said of the loss. “We 
had way too many errors to win 
against a team of this caliber.” 

After one runner was left 
stranded by Southwestern in the 
first, pitcher and leadoff hitter 
Zach Hutchison led things off in 
the bottom half of the inning, 
drawing a walk. The early 
season rust was in full-effect for 
Southwestern on the mound, as 
their starter proceeded to walk 
seniors Marshall Shelley and 
Trenton Watson to load the 
bases. 

With the bags packed, junior 
Dusty Todd blasted a line-drive 
laser into right-center field, 
scoring two and putting runners 
on second and third. A Ty 
Bennett sac-fly scored Watson in 
the next at-bat, and the Indians 
took a 3-0 lead early. 


Hutchison blanked the 
Warriors again in the second 
before catcher Cody Yates led 
off Adair’s half inning with a 
slow roller past the second 
baseman. Senior BJ Steinhilber 
courtesy ran for Yates, and two 
batters later, Hutchison helped 
his own cause with a groundball 
along the third base line that 
resulted in a wild throw to first, 
scoring Steinhilber and putting 
the Tribe ahead 4-0 after just 
two. 

A single to left field, passed 
ball, and line-drive up the 
middle scored Southwestern’s 
first run in the top of the third, 
and the Warriors would tack on 
a whopping eight more runs in 
the fourth, taking command of 
the contest. Sophomore Trevor 
Willis came on in relief after 
Southwestern took a 6-4 lead, 
but with the offense clicking, it 
was 9-4 by the time the Indians 
mustered a third out. 

With Yates hit by a pitch in 
the bottom of the fourth, 
Steinhilber ran again, and after 
Willis doubled at the plate, 
Hutchison drew a walk to load 
the bases. Walks by Watson and 
Todd brought Steinhilber and 
Hutchison across, but those 
would be the last runs of the 
contest for Adair. 

Both teams went quietly in 
the fifth as sophomore Clark 
Dean took the mound for the 


Indians, but Southwestern 
notched another seven runs in 
the sixth inning, pushing the 
lead to 10, and pressuring the 
Tribe to manufacture a run in 
order to continue the contest. 
Three-straight groundouts from 
a deflated Adair squad signaled 
the end of game one, 16-6. 

“We had a 4-0 lead going into 
the fourth inning,” Coach 
Mantooth reflected. “We have to 
be able to finish the game with a 
lead and come away with the 
win.” 

Zach Hutchison went 3 2/3 
innings with four strikeouts and 
six runs allowed in the loss. At 
the plate, Adair was led by 
Dusty Todd, who went 2-2 with 
a single, double, and three RBI. 
Trenton Watson walked three 
times and stole a base, and 
Hutchison went 1-2 at the plate 
with two runs scored.

Senior Natalie Bertram Throws No-Hitter 
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Atty. Gen. Conway Unveils New Child Victims’ Trust Fund Website 

Attorney General Jack Conway today unveiled , a newly designed website created for the Child Victims’ Trust Fund (CVTF). The 
updated and user-friendly website gives Kentuckians better access to information about the CVTF’s child sexual abuse prevention 
initiatives and the resources that are available to them. The website also allows Kentuckians to donate to the fund. 

“Statistics show that 1 in 10 children in the United States will be sexually abused before they turn 18,” General Conway said. “The 
effects of this abuse are devastating on a child and can last a lifetime. By increasing awareness about the CVTF and its importance 
through ICareAboutKids.ky.gov, we can better educate Kentuckians and continue funding the necessary programs that serve kids 
across our Commonwealth.” 

The CVTF has provided funding to regional and statewide child sexual abuse prevention programs since 1985. These programs 
provide children with personal safety skills, teach adults how to keep kids safe from sexual abuse and exploitation, and educate the 
public on how to report suspected child abuse, which Kentucky law requires. The CVTF also helps pay for child sexual abuse medical 
exams at children’s advocacy centers across the state. The fund is administered by the Child Sexual Abuse and Exploitation 
Prevention (CSAEP) Board, which Attorney General Conway chairs. 

“Last year alone, the CVTF provided more than $200,000 to grantees to address both child sexual abuse and human trafficking 
issues,” said Dr. Ginger Crumbo, a licensed child psychologist and CSAEP Board member. “We are thrilled to launch this user- 
friendly website, which provides critical resources and information about our vital statewide abuse prevention programs.” 

In addition to the CVTF website unveiling, Attorney General Conway announced today that a public service announcement 
encouraging Kentuckians to support the CVTF through the Kentucky Income Tax Refund Check-Off campaign will begin airing this 
week on radio and TV stations across the Commonwealth. Located in the “Fund Contributions” section of the Kentucky income tax 
form, the tax refund check-off allows Kentuckians to make a tax-deductible donation to the fund. 

“I hope you will join me in checking off the box to donate a portion of your tax refund to the CVTF,” General Conway said. “Your 
contribution goes a long way to help support evidence-based programs that fight child abuse in Kentucky and protect our most 
vulnerable children.” 

Along with the Kentucky Income Tax Refund Check-Off and now online donations, CVTF prevention activities and child advocacy 
programs are funded through private donations and proceeds from the “I Care About Kids” license plates. For more information on 
the CSAEP Board and CVTF, visit www.ICareAboutKids.ky.gov.

they may only be reappointed for one four-year term.

“It’s what the City and County have, not what we 
have,” Director for Economic Development Sue Stivers 
said. 

Under the new bylaws, McCammish and Kaye 
Bowman’s terms will expire in May of this year, leaving 
two more spots to be filled in thecoming months. 

Anthony Janes made the motion to approve the 
amended bylaws, and it passed unanimously.
